Tuesday, 
May 25, at the Warrington Coun­ 
try Club. Plans were aired yes­ 


terday at a luncheon meeting 
in Doylestown. 


The Bucks County Industrial 
Development Corporation 
will 
sponsor the event with the co­ 
operation of the Philadelphia of­ 
fice of the U. S. Department 
of Commerce, the International 
Department of leading Philadel­ 
phia Banks and the county’s 


three chambers of commerce. 
Plans also were made yester­ 
day to set up a foreign traders 
group in the county as a perm a­ 
nent follow-up to the work of 
the conference. 


“This is a program for com­ 
panies of every size,” said Hen­ 
ry J. Dempsey, chief of the In­ 
ternational Division of the Phil­ 


adelphia 
Commerce 
Depart­ 
ment. 


“ Most small companies 
are 
planning to be big and many 
small companies 
manufacture 
items for which there are many 
markets abroad.” 


Dempsey emphasized that a 
foreign traders group is useful 


to the large as well as the 
small company. 


William Abbott, director 
of 
Bucks County Industrial Devel­ 
opment Corporation, told 
the 
planning group that in 1963 there 
were 77 county firms engaging 
in export trade with a total 
volume of $36 million. The fig­ 


ure represented a 14 per cent 
increase over 1962, he said. 


“ We have 710 firms in the 
county. Many of these could be 
expanding into the foreign m ar­ 
ket. I hope we can be a real 
help to them,” Abbott said. 


Abbott described a program 
as part of his corporation’s step­ 


ped-up campaign to help exist­ 
ing industries. 


“ I believe that we should pay 
more attention to the industries 
we have instead of putting most 
of 
our energy into 
combing 
the countryside for new ones,” 
Abbott said.

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King Leads 
Boston March 


BOSTON (AP) — Big crowds 
jammed sidewalks today as civ­ 
il rights leader Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr., headed a march 
protesting s e g r e g a t i o n in 
schools, housing and jobs in 
Boston. 


A police-estimated column of 
5,500 followed King and other 
civil rights leaders t h r o u g h 
downtown 
streets 
to 
historic 
Boston 
Common. 
The 
march 
was more than two hours late 
leaving its formation point at a 
Roxbury playground. 


People leaned from windows 
and sat on fire escapes to view 
the 
marchers 
and 
applauded 
when King passed. 


The Southern Christian Lead­ 
ership Conference, through its 
Massachusetts chapter, invited 
King 
to Boston 
to lead the 
march protesting its allegations 
of segregation in the city and 
state. 


The elected Boston S c h o o l 
Committee has brushed aside 
charges of de facto segregation 
in Boston public schools. A blue- 
ribbon panel of civic leaders 
contended, however, there is ra­ 
cial imbalance in the schools 
of many communities in the 
state, principally Boston. 


The three-mile route of the 
march took it past the mother 
church of the Christian Science 
faith. 


Many 
spectators along the 
route joined the march. The 
chief problem seemed to be the 
chilly weather. It was 46 de­ 
grees’ just before noon. 


There were reports ThaT a 
committee from King’s South­ 
ern Christian Leadership Con­ 
ference—SCLC—would make a 
slop at the Boston School Com­ 
mittee office. There have been 
difficulties arranging a meet­ 
ing between King and some of 
his aides with the committee, 
which has brushed aside allega­ 
tions of de facto segregations in 
the city’s public schools.
